OLD DUBLIN SOCIETY 
ain 
‘* SOME FINGAL CASTLES ” 


Mr. Kevin Nowlan last night read a paper 
to members of the Old Dublin Society en- 
titled ‘‘Some Fitigal Castles.’’ Aldermat 
Thomas Kelly presided. 

Mr. Nowlan dealt with thé castles - at 
Swords atid Dutisdghly. He prefaced his 
exithination of these buildings With ai ac- 
coufit of the factors which coiitribited to 
Fingal’s imburtancé it the post-invasioh 
period. At titties this territory was almost 
the sole féothdld of the invaders in Iréland, 
and, in the last resort, for défence on its 
castles. 

Swords Castle was erected about the year 
900, at the béhest of the Archbishop of 
Dublin, who was Lord of the Mhor, and 
it is one of the earliest exXariples of A keep- 
léas castlé in Ireland. This t pe of castle 
was common throughott the thirteenth cer- 
tury, and there are many notable examples ih 
Ireland, atich as Roscrea and Roscommon, and 
Dublin Castle itself originally coriformed to 
this plan. According to an inventory, dated 
1326, Swords Castle was then in póbr cbn- 
dition, and may have been allowéd to fall 
into partial decay following Py completion 
of the Palace at Tallaght in 1324. 

Dunsdghly Castle was erected éatly in the 
sixteenth century by the Plunkétt8, who were 
the propriétors of the ne land. It 
ia an interesting example of & Pele tower, a 
type of castle common in Iréland from the 
seeohd half of the fifteénth century till the 
early seventeenth century.

It has become fairly evident 
now that Marshal Graziani cannot hope 
to conquer Egypt within a reasonably 
short space of time if he is compelled to 
continue his offensive single-handed from 
Libya. Conditions are hopelessly against 
him, and the fact that the only road along

RITAIN and the United States 
have agreed on sites for bases 
to be leased by America in the West 
Indies, says an official announcement 
made in London last night. 
- Administration and _ jurisdiction 
problems will be settled at a confer- 
ence which the British Government 
has proposed shall take place in 


London. 

Preliminary work will be started on most 
of the bases (except Trinidad) in the near 
future. Rapid progress has been made pos- 
sible by the visit. to each colony in turn of a 
United States Board of Inspection, under 
Rear-Admiral J. W. Greenslade, of the 
United States Navy. 

The Board has held discussions with the 
governors of the various colonies, who 
throughout the proceedings have had avail- 
able the advice of the British Commander-in- 
Chief of the America and West Indies 
Station, or of members of his staff. The 
Board also visited Trinidad, where, however, 
the position is still under examination. 

The following are brief particulars of the 
various sites agreed upon :— 

Bermupa.—Sites at the east end of the 
colony. 

Banamas.—A site on the outlying island of 
Mayaguana. 

Jamaica.—Sites on Portland Bight, on the 
south coast of the island, about 25 miles west 
of Kingston, the capital. 

Anticua.—Sites near Parham Harbour, on 
the north coast of the island. 

Sr. Lucta.—A site at Gros Islet Bay, at the 
northern end of the island. . The question of 
further facilities in St. Lucia is still under 
consideration. 

British Gciana.—Sites on the bank of the 
Demarara River, about 25 miles from the sea, 
and at the mouth of the Essequibo. — 

Questions of administration and jurisdic- 
tion will be considered later by the British 
and American experts. This does not mean 
that work on the agreed sites will be held up 
pending the outcome of the discussions. 

Most of the bases are being leased to the 
United States in exchange for fifty “ over- 
age’’ American destroyers. The Bermuda 
and Newfoundland bases were granted as a 
gift. The others, required for strengthening 
the Panama Canal defences, are on a 99 
years’ lease. 

" The historic agreement between the two 
Governments was announced on September ó. 
President Roosevelt said that the chief value 
of the ‘epochal acquisition of naval and air 
bases”’ was that they would keep the enemy 
away from the United States front door.

MARSHAL PETAIN IN 


| LYONS 


"ó VICHY, Monday. 


Marshal Petain arrived in Lyons this morn- 
ing, says Reuter, on a two days’ visit. . He 
was met by General Huntziger, the Minister 
of War, and was given an enthusiastic re- 
ception by a large gathering of people. After 
inspecting. a detachment of troops, forming 
a guard of honour, the Marshal went by way 
of the principal thoroughfares, beflagged in 
honour of the occasion, to the Prefecture. 
Outside the Prefecture a large crowd had 
gathered, and, in response to their repeated 
demands, the Marshal appeared on the bal- 
cony: Later Marshal Petain laid a wreath 
on the monument to the dead of the present 
war and the last. In the afternoon he re- 
viewed the troops. 

The object of Marshal Petain’s visit to 
Lyons, according to the Havas Agency, is 
personally to acquaint himself with the diffi- 
culties of the region. 

While Marshal Pétain was witnessing the 
swearing-in of members of the Legion of 
French Ex-soldiers at Lyons. M. Xavier 
Vallat, formerly an Extreme Right Deputy, 
broadcast from Vichy an explanation of the 
Legion’s aims. “The Marshal’s aims,” he 
said, ‘‘ are to found a just France in peace- 
at home. To achieve that he must have a 
gathering of brave and patriotic men. In 
every corner of France there must be a 
Marshal’s' man. Your mission consists in 
demanding from all Frenchmen that they 
should make every effort so that France shall 
be powerful oncegnore.’’ He urged formation 
of groups to render sabotage impossible.

COURT, MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND MR. 
JUSTICE MARTIN MAGUIRE.) ' : 

Reserved judgment was delivered, dis- 
missing a petition for declarations that 
securities and investments situated outside 

Eire, but representing the proceeds of the 

sale of lands in Eire, were not liable to 

estate duty in Eire; and that the Revenue 

Commissioners were wrong in deciding that 

they would have been liable to succession 

duty in the Irish Free State or Eire (had 
those States then existed) under the law in 
force before the passing of the Finance Act, 

1894 


The petition was brought on behalf of 
Resiaald H. Penley, solicitor, Dursley, 
Gloucestershire, and Wilfrid M. Browne, 
Went House, Uley, Gloucestershire, con- 
cerning property passing on the death of Rose 
. Stoughton, widow of Thomas Anthony 
Stoughton, late of Qwlpen, Gloucestershire. 
who died on December 2, 1885, and of whose 
will they are trustees. 
It was stated in the petition that Thomas 
A. Stoughton, by his will of November 6, 
1868, bequeathed all his real estate, including 
freehoid lands in Cork and Kerry in trust 
for his wife for life, and after her death to 
his brother, Charles W. Stoughton, for life, 
and then in succession to Charles’s sons. 
Between testator’s death in 1885, and that 
of his widow, Rose T. Stoughton, in 1924, 
the greater part of his real estate in Eire 
had been sold under the provisions of the 
Land Purchase Act, and the _ proceeds, 
amounting to £60,051 odd, had been invested 
in England in securities and real-estate. The 
Estate Duty Office in Dublin claimed that 
the property outside Eire representing the 
sales of the lands was liable to estate duty 
here as property passing on the death of Mrs. 
Stoughton, and assessed duty at £631 odd 
(after giving credit for £2,941 odd allowance 
for British duty), whereas if that property 
had been omitted, the. amount of duty pay- 
able on property in Eire would have bens 


The trustees submitted that the assessment 
was excessive by £329 odd; that Thomas A. 
Stoughton was domiciled in England, his 
will was made there, and the séttlement 
created by it was an English settlement. 
They stated that estate and succession duties 
had been paid in England on the securities 
representing the sale of the lands in Eire. 
esides the declarations mentioned, they asked 
for a declaration that the settlement created 
by the will was an English settlement, and 
continued to be such at the death of Rose T. 
Stoughton; and for an order that the estate 
duty on the property passing on the death 
of Mrs. Stoughton be re-assessed in accord- 
ance with the declarations asked for. 


THE JUDGMENT 
The Piesident said that he had read the 


Justice Hanna, and he concurred with it. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that whether suc- 
cession duty was payable or not depended 
upon the Succession Duty Act of 1853, and 
the Court must assume that Saorstat Eireann 
had a separate national existence, and a 
separate fiscal system both in 1853 and in 
1894, those Acts being deemed to be Acts 
of Saorstat Eireann. In the consideration of 
that settlement, therefore, Ireland, in contra- 
distinction to England, must be considered 
as a foreign country, and Irish land as foreign 
land. There could not be a new succession 
within the meaning of the Succession Duty 
Act unless there was a new disposition within 
the meaning of the Act, enabling some person 
to become beneficially entitled on a new 
death, and not upon the deaths creating the 
existing successions under the original dis- 
position. What happened was little more 
than a change of investment. Secondly, this 
was an Irish settlement and succession, and 
it was well established that the original legal 
character stamped upon it could not be 
changed. He was of opinion that the suc- 
cession of William Anthony Stoughton (a 
nephew of Thomas Anthony Stoughton) to 
the English securities on the death of Rose 
Stoughton, was properly assessed to duty by
